OIL SPRAY SOLVES PROBLEM 


find Dunn Form Serious 


Obstielt to 
improve* 
Road 


Miking In Northwtrt. 


Shifting sud dunes which cover 


up a hlgbwfy loon after It Is com- 
pleted have formed • serious obstacle 
to Improved road building In some 
parts of the country, particularly In 
the Northwest To remedy the evil. 
the bureau of public roads of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture has employed a more extensive 
application of the agency that has 
been Used In the past to lay dust on 
ordinary highways— oil. 


Fifty-three miles of construction of 


the Columbia river highway from The 
Palles eastward lien through sandy 
country, In many places of a volcanic 
ash as light as flour. As fast as cats 
are opened up and 611s made Ib this 
light soil the wind whips out the fill 
elopes and sand dunes creep Into rock 
cuts, completely blocking the road. 
Oil Is the only agency yet found to 
•top the trouble. The equipment used 
to spray the crude oil consists of two 
supply tanks, or drums, In which the 
oil Is carried from the storage tank 
at the railway elding, and a tractor, 
which draws the oiling rig and sup- 
plies the steam through a hone to the 
compressor 'tank, which Is carried on 
a trailer. The oil Is heated by the 
steam and forced through a hone with 
a nozzle consisting of a half-inch pipe. 
The steam atomizes the oil and sends 
it In a fine spray for 100 feet or more, 
depending on whether the spray is 
projected In the direction of the wind 
or against It 
For obvious reasons, 


•praying is usually carried on in the 
direction of the wind. 


Where sufficient oil is used, this 


means of controlling the sand dunes 
Is very effective, and It Is believed 
that the cost will not be excessive, 
though exact figures are not obtain- 
able at this time.

igation opens about the middle of 1 
June. 


Edmonton, F o r t McMurray ami 


Peace River Crossing, the latter two 
gateways Into the McKenzie river bas-1 
in oil fields, are fallowing signs ct 
great activity with large fleets 011 riv- 
er steamers and gasoline boats gettins I 
ready for the short summer transpor- j 
tation season. 


Edmonton railroad yards are jam- 


ming through freight for north poln's 
and both Fort McMurray and Peacel 
River Crossing are expel ienciug uu-' 
precedented prosperity and'bustle, all, 
coming from the first wave of the oil | 
boom 


The little town of Fort McMurray 


has aleady doubled its population 
since last fall and with the opening 
of navigation it is expected to reach 
four times Its previous size, Many new 
buildings are 
being erected, while 


along the banks of the river boats, 
scows and lumber craft are being con- 
structed. N 


Peace River Crossing also is gar- 


nering Its share of the-rush. This 
towns is the temporary headquarters 
of the government parties going into 
the north country this year in addi- 
tion to oirprospectors. Ten govern-

GENERAL WOOD AND FILIPINOS 


In his last message to Congress one of the 


'things that President Wilson recommended with 
great emphasises that the Filipinos be given 
their indpendonce. 


General Wood is now in the Philippines to in- 


vestigate and report whether the time has arrived 
for Uncle Sam to vacate. 


Enough news of (he general's activities has 


come through to indicate very strongly that his re- 
port will not confirm the Wilson recommendation. 


Just what, if any, changes General Wood will 


recommend in Uncle Sam's policy of handling ihe 
Philippines is of course problematical. 
But the 


chances all seem to favor a firmer rather than a 
more lenient policy. 


Under the Wilson regime the machinery of ad- 


ministration in the islands was practically turned 
over to the Filipinos, the governor-general sent 
out from the states being more or less of a figure- 
head, 


While the Filipinos seem to have done fairly 


well r-loTisr some lines, the consensus of opinion of 
Americans who Ine m or h.-ur M Mto,l t)10 ,,i;ind, 
ih that they ,st,ll haNc a long way to go to reach 
the point where in their own interest Uncle Sam's 
sustaining and guiding hand should -be with- 
drawn;
